Hilla. and hastens to the sanctum o; 
the Omaha Bee office, to pencil in 
glowing colors the beauties of the 
new promised land of gold.

course Mr. McKay will.return at once 
to the Hills where be will make a 
'^permanent home, fie says that the 
country is the most beautiful he has 
«rer seen—» perfect Garden of Eden 
—*nd that nothing can be more love- 
ly'than the pine walled parks, and 
•the grand beauty of the forest-clad 
mountains which tower above the 
prairies of the valley. He says it 
would be a magnificent agricultural 
country, and he will take in with 
him a large quantity of seeds. There 
•is, be says, no danger from want of 
food, for the miners can dig enough 
to buy what they want, and the coun- 
try is teeming with game. A man 


• can go one mile and a half from Hills 
Oitj and kill a deer at any time. 
Provisions are now plenty and the 
supply is far in excess of the demand. 
Carpenters are more needed than 
anything else. 
Persons going in 


ahonld have about 8500 in money or 
provisions, and a supply of coarse 
warm clothes, so as to be tble to put 
up their log bnt and open their claim 
without having to spend too much 
time in teoting and making coats 
tcom deer-hides. 
He says 50,000 


men can make five dollars a day dur- 
ing the coming summer by working 
in the diggings. He says that crime 
is almost unknown, the people now 
in the Hills being of a better class 
than he ever saw congregated in a 
new country. We do not believe 
there is much danger of a rush from 
this State, notwithstanding the in- 
ducements set forth by this man Mo- 
Kay, whose name is not inscribed on 
the bright pages of his country's his 
tory, he being hitherto unknown to 
fame. The wilds and wilderness of 
Nevada offer ranch greater attraction 
to the bqld explorer and prospector, 
and his reward will be far richer, 
than the famed Black Hills section 
will yield him. No! No! Old Nevada 
miners will hold to that plain ex- 
planation of an obscure proverb 
which tells them that a natural pro 
duotion of the feathered tribe, prop- 
erly secured, is more than equivalent 
to a greater number in a comparative 
state of freedom.
